We incline to ag- 
ree with the Bulletin that Alberta 
may soon become a fuel reservoir for 
at Jeast two and perhaps four prev- 
inces. There doesn’t seem to be any 
good reason why it shouldn’t, nor any 
why Alberta should be dog-in-the- 
mangerish about it. 


HEAVEN AND HELL 


When Rudyard Kipling, the Bri- 
tish poet, visited Medicine Hat many 
years ago he called it the town with 
‘all hell for a basement’. His fanciful 
expression was because of the numer- 
ous natural gas wells in that vicinity 
which supplied the city with hght, 
heat and power, 

Since then scores of new natural 
eas fields have been discovered in Al- 


berta. From Pouce Coupe in the 
Peace River to the United States 
boundary and from Turner Valley, 


the Moose Dome and the Home Wells 
in the Foothills of the Rockies to the 
Saskatchewan border, literally scores 
of natural gas deposits have been dis- 
covered, Our own area here in the 
Kastern [vrigation District is hey: the 
least important of the many gas fie ‘lds 


in the province. It would seem that 
Alberta itself, has ‘‘all hell for a base- 
ment?’ 

Then when we recall the fine spells 
of weather brought along by the Chi 
nook winds as they drift over the sky | 
high Rockies to the west, tempering 
the solid cold of winter, we believe | 
that the combination of heavenly ze- 
phyvrs and warm ‘basement’? makes 
this Alberta an ciminently desirable | 
place of residence. We would also like 
tomention, merely as an afterthought | 
that along with the petrified remains | 
of great dinosaur dug up on the Red 
Deer river at Steveville, north of here | 
there were some petrified, fig leaves, 
This may not he strong evidence that | 
ihe Garden of Eden may have been lo- | 
ented here, but the possibility exists. 

To return to the matter of nat- 
nial gas resourees, other parts of; 
Canada, notably Ontario and Que- 
bec, have experienced a hard winter. + 
Neither ef these two provinees have 
fuel resources of any account. They 
rely on Pennsylvania and to a lesser 
extent, Alberta. for their coal needs. 
With new gas fields being found al- 
most weckly, the central provinces 
are casting longing eves hither. They 
wou'd like to import Alberta gas. 

There is an inclination for Alberta 
people to be evitical of schemes to 
pipe hit ge quantities 6 if oas to faraway 
places. It is considered that the hat- 
ural are part of our heri- 
tage and should not be exhausted for 
the benefit of people in Eastern Can- 
ada, Manitoba or British Columbia. 
We believe that this attitude cannot 
be maintained if it can be proven that 
Alberta’s gas. resources are far be- 
yond any possible needs of the domes- 
tic market, now or in the foreseeable 
future.

Much of our prairie sod that has 
been destroyed by the land being 
farmed and then abandoned — re- 
mains in an unproductive state, On 
such lands the return of native 
grasses is very slow requiring from 
ten to forty years depending on a 
number of factors such as the grass 
to produce seed, the length of time 
of cultivation, the size of the area

into annual weeds with almost cer- 
tain success. Many fields of sage 
have been converted to grass in as 
short a period as three years by 
drilling crested wheatgrass into the 
sage without previous cultivation, 
Naturally competition from the sage 
and other deep rooted perennial 
weeds, and also from the grasses is 
severe and the process of establish- 
ment of the seeded grass is slowed 
down. However, sufficient success 
has been obtained from drilling into 
such fields that it is now a general- 
ly recommended practice.
